REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Newfields, N. H.: 


I hereby submit my third annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


No school should stand apart from its community as 
something mysterious and unknown. All citizens should 
know what the school is doing and be convinced that its 
program is good. The passage of the two million dollar 
state aid bill by the last session of the General Court is 
sufficient evidence that the public is aware of the educa- 
tional problem in New Hampshire. The appropriation 
of this money, however, is only the first step in the ad- 
vancement of education; a much more important step is 
the manner in which each individual community uses 
the increased amount of aid. The expressed purpose of 
this act was to encourage improvement of educational 
opportunity in each community, and to relieve the school 
district of excessive tax increases. In other words each 
community is expected to improve the school program 
in so far as increased aid will permit. 


In the recent report of the Lay-Professional Council 
to the people of New Hampshire the following uses for 
state aid funds were suggested : 

“provision for more adequate salaries for teachers so 

that schools may ‘attract and hold as high type people - 

in teaching profession as other professional fields and 
industry,’ | 

provision of better physical plants, especially in rural 

areas where consolidation cannot take place, 

provision for transportation of children to consolidat- 
ed elementary and high schools, 

provision for adequate facilities in buildings to meet 

the individual needs of all children, 
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provision for trained workers to help the mentally 
and physically handicapped, 

provision for extended adult education, 

provision for better supervision.”

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In conclusion, I wish again to thank the citizens of 
Newfields, the members of the School Board, and the 


teachers for their cooperation and support throughout

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE ' 


To the School Board of Newfields, New Hampshire. 


Following is the report of the school nurse from Jan- 
uary, 1947, to January, 1948:. 


At the beginning of the school year, schools are in- 
spected and fresh first-aid supplies are placed in the 
schools for the use of the pupils. 

During the early autumn all children are weighed and 
measured, examinations are made of eyes, teeth, hear- 
ing, and tonsils. Skin and hair are examined frequent- 
ly. Immunizations against small-pox and diphtheria 
are recorded. Children are weighed and measured again 
during the winter and spring terms. All defects found 
are reported to parents. 

A dental clinic was held in Dr. Winkler’s office in Exe- 
ter. Children were transported to and from the clinic 
by the school nurse. The dental clinic, milk program, 
and cod liver oil for children were sponsored by the 
Newfields Red Cross. 

All children in grades 3, 4, 5, and 6 were given the 
audiometer test for hearing.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


At the opening of school in September each child’s 
voice was retested and tabulated. An individual record 
_ has been kept as to each child’s musical development and 
knowledge. 


In the lower grades, much individual drill is given to 
help the child find his singing voice. This work has been 
augmented with rote songs, rhythmic work, and appre- 
ciation lessons with an electric victrola and records. 
New books were purchased for this room and note read- 
ing has been started in the second and third grades. 


The upper grades continue note reading, the study of 
fundamentals, note writing and learn rote songs. Rhyth- 
mic work and appreciation lessons have enriched the 
program. Two-part music has been further developed 
and creditably performed. 


There is much enthusiasm for music in the Newfields 
school and there are many excellent voices.
